The State Department 
of Revenue processed and 
deposited in the state trea- 
sury more than a million 
dollars per working day in 
December. 

A total of $22,917,000 
was gathered and deposited 
in 20 working days by the 
Department. 

During November the 
auditing and enforcement 
personnel of the Depart- 


ment brought about the col- 
lection of more than 
$200, 000 in delinquent tax, 
and more than $119,000 in 
additional tax. 

The nine field offices 
had 196 agents engaged in 
auditing and enforcement 
activities in November. 
Three ofthe auditors work- 
ed out of state. They com- 
pleted 862 audits and veri- 
fied 64 reports, They com- 
pleted 6,181 inspections and 
completed 321 reviews. 

The eight agents in the 
enforcement section made 
179 arrests in November 
for violations of state re- 
venue laws. 

The Income Tax Divis- 
ion mailed out some 
700,000 income tax forms 
during the latter part of 
December. Postage on this 
mailing (about 870 post off- 
ice sacks) was more than 
$15,000,

One Of Four 


Persons Shows 


Heart Disease 


Thirty million adult 
Americans have heart 
disease. 

A report just released 
by the United States Public 
Health Service shows that 


one out of four Ameri- 
cans between 18 and 
80 has definite evidence 


of heart disease, 

A significant number of 
them have coronary artery 
disease, a narrowing of the 
coronary arteries which 
supply blood to the heart. 
It is second only to high 
blood pressure in causing 
heart trouble. 

Coronary artery di- 
sease often goes unnoticed 
until a large branch vessel 
supplying blood to a part 
of the heart is completely 
plugged. The affected part 
of the heart then dies from 
lack of blood, 

When this happens, the 
individual is in severe pain 
and has a feeling of impend- 
ing doom. If he survives the 
first few days, however, 
his chances of making a full 
recovery are excellent. A- 
mong the best known 
Americans who have led 
active lives after recovery 
from acute coronary oc- 
clusion are President 
Johnson and former Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. 

Now under way in Bir- 
mingham are _ intensive 
studies to find out what hap- 
pens during those first 
critical days following 
acute coronary occlusion. 
These studies, it is hoped, 
can help doctors every~ 
where treat patients with 
heart attacks more ef- 
fectively. 

If the narrowing of ar- 
teries supplying blood to 
the heart is extensive, the 
person may have recurrent 
periods of chest pain or 
excessive shortness of 
breath when he walks too 
fast, climbs stairs or ge. - 
excited. These same feel- 
ings can occur, however, 
from completely innocent 
causes in persons whose 
hearts are entirely normal. 

There are several tests 
that doctors use to dif- 
ferentiate potentially dead- 
ly symptoms from those 
that are uncomfortable but 
harmless. One of the most 
interesting tests being done 
at the Medical College of 
Alabama, and elsewhere, is 
a study of changes that take 
place in the heart during 
exercise. Small radio 
transmitters and tape re- 
corders are used to moni- 
tor the heart’s perform- 
ance during exercise, 

The exact causes of cor- 
onary heart disease are not 
clear, but several interest- 
ing leads have appeared. 
Members of families in 
which diabetes or over- 
weight are common tenden- 
cies are much more prone 
to heart disease. Heavy 
smokers are even more 
likely to have heart at- 
tacks than they are to de- 
velop cancer of the lung. 

Undue strain and mental 
fatigue may be the ‘‘last 
straw’’ to a susceptible in- 
dividual. This is indicated 
by the higher rate of heart 
attacks among’ Certified 
Public Accountants im- 
mediately before the an- 
nual income tax filing dead- 
line. 

One good way to fore- 
stall a heart attack is to 
have regular physical 
examinations in which con- 
ditions may be detected at 
an early stage, when they 
can be more effectively 
treated. Another way is to 
get regular exercise every 
day and eat just enough ofa 
well-balanced diet to main- 
tain an ideal weight. Fol- 
lowing these suggestions 
greatly reduces the likeli- 
hood of developing coro- 
nary artery disease.

Aged Medical 
Assistance One 
Of Two Programs 


Medical Assistance for 
the Aged is the smaller 
of two broad programs of 
medical care for Ala- 
bama’s aged financed in 
line with provisions of the 
1960 Social Security 
Amendments (Kerr- Mills 
law), Governor George C, 
Wallace said. 

He pointed out that the 
measure makes up to 80 per 
cent Federal funds avail- 
able to states for medical 
services to persons on old 
age assistance (pensions in 
Alabama) rolls and to needy 
non-reciplents who meet a 
state's requirements for 
Medical Assistance for the 


Aged. 
In the 1963-64 fiscal 
year, payments for re- 


cipients of MAA in Ala- 
bama totaled $802,398.24, 
This money was spent pri- 
marily (over $798,000 of 
it) for hospital care for 
acute illness, majorinjury, 
certain diagnosed cancer 
cases and elective cataract 
surgery, patients being al- 


lowed up to 30 days 
hospitalization per year. 
The remainder of the 


money went to physicians 
for limited post-hospital 
care related to the hospital 
stay. 

To qualify for MAA a 
person’s income may not 
exceed $1,200 single or 
$1,800 per couple, in addi- 
tion to certain other 
requirements. The number 
on MAA rolls each month 
last year ranged from a low 
146 to a high of 302, 

Medical service for old 
age pensioners represent— 
ed an expenditure of well 
over $12 million in 1963-64, 
and these included not only 
the same hospital and post- 
hospital physicians’ ser- 
vices available under MAA, 
but also care in licensed 
nursing homes and 
quarterly physicians’ 
visits to patients therein. 
With close to $57,000 paid 
to physicians, the remain- 
der of the more than {i2 
million was divided about 
evenly between hospital and 
nursing home payments. 

Ruben King, Pensions 
and Securities Commis- 
sioner, explained that 
MAA recipients who later 
need care in licensed nurs- 
ing homes can _ usually 
qualify under the old age 
pension program, He said 
when a person cannot be 
cared for adequately in his 
own or a personal care 
home, the physician re- 
commends nursing home 
care, and the county de- 
partment participates in 
the plan, the agency can 
budget for the nursing care 
item up to a maximum of 
$250 (skilled) and $200 
(other), Though the pay- 
ment cannot exceed $175 or 
$125, the patient or his 
family can make up the dif- 
ference. 

Thus, a person with in- 
come of $1,200 or $1,800 
usually would not be able 
to meet a $200 or $250 
payment for nursing care 
and could get help under the 
old age pension program to 
supplement the cost of 
nursing care. 

The availability of funds 
condition both the extent of 
medical services provided 
and the eligibility require- 
ments for MAA, 

During the year, the 
average number of old age 
pensioners per month was 
$109,475, an average of 
3,370 pensioners received 
nursing home care 
monthly, and about 2,000 
were hospitalized.

Oyster Planting 
Continuing 


Oyster planting is con- 
tinuing in the areas from 
Mobile Bay to Bon Secour 
Bay and the Mississippi 
according to offi- 
cials of the Conservation 
Department’s Seafoods Di- 
vision. 

Contractors and Sea- 
foods Division personnel 
are waiting for favorable 
weather to plant buoys 
along the off-shore snapper 
banks. 

The Division is contin- 
uing to do reseacch in the 
marine resources labora- 
tory concerning oyster 
growth and nutrition. 


Out-of-state travelers 
spent $200 million in Ala- 
bama in 1964, This is a $15 
million increase over 
1963--the largest increase 
in 12 years, 


Alabama had 23 million 
out-of-state. visitors in 
1964, an increase. of 
1,700,000 over 1963, 
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Harry N. Scott, social 
security district manager 
in Dothan reminded self- 
employed farmers today 
that it is time to get their 
records together so they 
can file their income tax 
returns. Mr. Scott stated 
that farmers must file in- 
come tax returns by Feb- 
ruary 15, 1965, unless they 
have made advance pay- 
ments of their taxes using 
Form lLO40ES, 

A self-employed farmer 
must report his net income 
if it is as little as $400, 
up to a maximum of $4800, 
and pay the social security 
tax of 5.4 percent on the 
amount. If for some reason 
a farmer suffers a loss in 
operating his farm for a 
year, he does not get any 
credit on his social se- 
curity account unless he 
elects to report earnings 
using an optional method. 
Mr. Scott stated that the 
optional method of report- 
ing earnings for social se- 
curity purposes is provided 
only for self-employed 
farmers. It works in this 
way. A farmer who has a 
gross farm income of $600 
to $1800 may report two- 
thirds of the gross income 
for social security pur- 
poses. If the gross income 
is over $1800, he may re- 
port a maximum of $1200 
for social security pur- 
poses. 

This method permits 
farmers to receive credit 
on their social security 
records and keep up their 


‘account or perhaps in- 


crease the amount of mon- 
thly benefits payable, even 
though their net earnings 
do not amount to $400. 


Hall Of Fame 


Nominations 
Being Accepted 


Nominations of worthy 
Alabamians for election to 
the Alabama Hall of Fame 
are invited at this time. 
Joseph N, Greene, Chair- 
man, announced today that 
the Hall of Fame Board 
would receive nominations 
up to May 31, 1965. All 
nominations received by 
May 3list will be referred 
to advisory committees, 
each of which will, after 
thorough study, submit its 
recommendations, The 
Board will. consider and 
vote upon each name nomi- 
nated, at its annual meet- 
ing to be held October 14, 
1965 in Montgomery. 

Twenty-four illustrious 
Alabamians have been 
elected to the Hall since 
its creation in 195l. A 
bronze plaque has been 
erected in the Hall to the 
memory of each one. The 
Legislative Act creating 
the Hall provided that to 
be eligible for election 
to the Hall of Fame a per- 
son must have rendered 
such outstanding services 
or achieved such notable 
fame as to make him or 
her exceptional in the his- 
tory of Alabama. To be 
elected a person must re- 
ceive not less than eight 
affirmative votes out of a 
possible total of nine votes, 
The Board’s rules provid- 
ed that to be eligible for 
election a person must have 
been deceased not lessthan 
five years at the date of 
nomination, 

The nine members of the 
Alabama Hall of Fame 
Board are; Roland L, Ad- 
ams, York; Henri M. Ald- 
ridge, Mobile; Mrs. Henry 
F,. Arnold, Cullman; John 
C, Curry, Montgomery; L, 


Y. Dean, III, Eufaula; 
Charles S, Doster, Jr., 
Anniston; Joseph N, 


Greene, Brimingham; Wil- 
liam H, Jenkins, Decatur; 
and Lewis E, Sellers, Jr., 
Alexander City. 

Persons desiring to 
submit a nomination should

Most tumors of the 
Ovaries and uterus cause 
needless panic among wo- 
men, doctors find. They’re 
usually non-cancerous, but 
without treatment they may 
interfere with childbear- 
ing. 

The most common 
uterine tumor, a rarely 
malignant ‘‘fibroid,’’ de- 
velops in about four out of 
10 women, says Dr. S, Leon 
Israel, of the University 
of Pennsylvania School of 
Medicine, Often it does not 
have to be removed. When 
it does, the uterus can be 
saved in many cases. 

Some ovarian tumors 
are fluid-containing cysts. 
In women under 40 they’re 
usualiy benign but are re- 
moved if they become too 
large. Early discovery may 
keep them from preventing 
pregnancy. 


One out of 18 babies born 
in the U.S, each year is 
born out-of-wedlock, ac- 
cording to figures released 
recently by the U.S, Public 
Héaltit Service (PHS), Be- 
tween 1940 and 1961, says 
PHS, the nation’s out-of- 
wedlock births rose from 
37.9 per 1,000 live births 
to 46,3 -- an increase of 
nearly 25 percent, 

Put another way, more 
than 600 out-of-wedlock 
bables are born every day 
of the year to women and 
girls of every race, re- 
ligion, and economic group. 

Experts estimate that 
for every one out-of-wed- 
lock birth there are al- 
most five abortions, and 
that each year 1,000,000 
illegal abortions are per-

Fertilizer Plant 
To BeCompleted 
In Dothan 


A huge nitrogen ferti- 
lizer plant owned by farmer 
stockholders is scheduled 
for completion in Dothan, 
Alabama, early in 1966. Its 
location in this wiregrass 
capital is expected to have 
a revolutionary effect on 
agriculture in this secion. 
More than 100 people 
will be employed by the 
new industry. 

The plant, a project of 
the newly organized United 
Chemical Corporation, is 
scheduled to be locatedona 
tract fronting Alabama 
Highway 134 between Head- 
land and Midland City. The 
site covers more than 
220 acres. The new plant 
will be one of the largest 
industries of its type in 
Alabama. 

Contracts have been a- 
warded for site preparation 
and for erection of the 
office, warehouse, shop and 
storage facilities building. 
Grading is two-thirds 
completed. Construction of 
the office building began 
last week. 

Letters of intent have 
been issued to Girdler Cor- 
poration of Louisville, 
Kentucky, for construction 
of the ammonia, nitric acid, 
and. ammonium nitrate 
plants. Negotiations are 
continuing with Girdler for 
construction of certain off- 
site facilities, 

A letter of intent also 
has been issued to Ferti- 
lizer Engineering + and 
Equipment Company of 
Green Bay, Wisconsin, for 
the diammonium phosphate 
and complex fertilizer 
plant. Negotiations are also 
continuing with the Wis- 
consin firm for the bulk 
complex storage and bag- 
ging facility. 

Utilities for the large 
plant will be provided by 
the Southeast Alabama Gas 
District (natural gas) and 
the Alabama Power Com- 
pany (electric power), The 
company’s offices are dis- 
cussing contracts’ with 
water well drilling con- 
tractors to provide the 
ample water needs of the 
plant.

Linguistics 


Study At 


University Of Alabama 


Do you say mantel or 
fireboard? Press peach or 
cling peach? Gallery or 
porch? 

What you say--and how 
you say it--reveals more 
about you than you may 
think, 

Chances are that you ad- 
mire a classic mantel and 
eat a press peach if you 
live in the southern half of 
Alabama. You probably do 
these things with a fire- 
board and a cling peach tf 
your home its in north Ala- 
bama. 

If a summer evening 
finds you rocking on the 
gallery 
front porch, you’re most 
likely past middle age and 
living ina southwest corner 
of the state. 

These are some of the 
findings of Miss Virginia 
Foscue, a University of 
Alabama English instruc- 
tor who is studying speech 
patterns in Alabama. Her 
daily routine consists of 
analyzing folk terms such 
as croker sack (south) and 
tow sack (north), earth 
worm (south) and redworm 
(north) in 25 counties. 

More precisely, she is 
mapping out a linguistic 
geography of Alabama that 
eventually will be added to 
the Linguistic Atlas of the 
United States. Certain re- 
gions of the South remain 
the only linguistically un- 
explored areas of the coun- 
try in this massive project 
begun in the 1930's. 

From a preliminary vo- 
cabulary survey, Miss 
Foscue has determined 
that the words Alabamians 
use to describe the 
Same objects differ on 
either side of an imagin- 


ary line that dissects the ~ 


State roughly like the 
bottom half of a semi- 
circle, with Birmingham at 
its southernmost point, 
North of this mythical 
line, encompassing about 
a third of the state, people 
tend to use the sameterms 
as the people of the south- 
ern mountain § regions. 
Southward, the speech re- 
sembles that ofthe Atlantic 
coastal states. 
Establishing that this is 
so is not enough; Miss 
Foscue intends to find out 
also. the whys of yo- 
cabulary, pronunciation, 
verb and pronoun forms 
from studies of geographic 
and ethnic settlement by 
early Alabama pioneers. 
All of this will take a 
long time--she estimates 
another three years added 
to the year and a half al- 
ready spent on the project. 
The preliminary vocabu- 
lary study will constitute a 
doctoral dissertation for 
the young teacher. She ex- 
pects to receive the Ph.D, 
degree from the University 
of Wisconsin in August, 
Within the general 
division of speech in the 
state, the researcher found 
some surprising and often 
inexplicable local peculi- 
arities of speech. In one 
downstate bend of the Ala- 
bama River, every respon- 
dent used the expression 
“sick on my stomach,’’ 
though the accepted phrase

In north Alabama it’s 
frying pan, and down south a 
skillet, but a few oldtimers

Linguists believe that 
before many generations 
have passed, everyone will 
use the vocabulary and pro- 
nunciation of what they call 
Midland, that English usage 
now found in the east cen- 
tral interior of the coun- 
try. 

Miss Foscue, the daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. S.E, 
Foscue of Coatopa, Ala- 
bama, received B.A. and 
M.A, degrees from the 
Capstone, She has been on 
the faculty at the University 
since 1963. 


Small Farms 
Exempted From 
Cotton Signup 


The signup to be held 
soon for the 1965 Domestic 
Allotment Program for Up- 
land Cotton will be only for 
operators of farms where 
the domestic allotment is 
less than the effective al- 
lotment, Mr. Roy L. Ellis 
Chairman, Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conser- 
vation County Committee, 
announced today. This is a 
change from original sign- 
up plans. The signup began 
February 8 and continues 
through March 26, 

This means that the op- 
erators of small farms-- 
where the effective allot- 
ment is 15 acres or less 
and no acreage is re- 
leased--do not need to sign 
up in order to receive the 
benefits of this years do- 
mestic allotment program, 
On these farms which in- 
clude the majority of farms 
in Coffee County, the do- 
mestic allotment is the 
same as the effective allot- 
ment and plantings need not 
be reduced in order topar- 
ticipate in the domestic al- 
lotment program, 

The only change that has 
been made is that small 
farmers are not required 
to sign an agreement to 
participate. Payment will 
be made to these farms 
if the acreage of cotton is 
within the domestic allot- 
ment, 

The chairman explained 
that it has been decided to 
limit the signup to the op- 
erators of larger farms 
with cotton allotments of 
more than 15 acres, This 
will not only save small 
operators from the trouble 
of signing up, but it will en- 


able county offfice per- { 


sonnel to spend more time 
helping the operators of the 
larger farms to understand 
the cotton oversupply situ- 
ation and the urgency of the 
domestic allotment pro- 
gram in many cases, taking 
part in the program could 
also guarantee these farm- 
ers more net farm income 
from cotton in 1965, 

All upland cotton farm- 
ers who participate in the 
1965 domestic allotment 
program will be eligible 
for price~support pay- 
ments at 4.35 cents a pound 
on the normal yield of cot- 
ton established for the farm 
times the acreage planted 
for harvest, 

In addition, the upland 
cotton crop from _ such 


farms will be eligible for § 


price-support loans at 29 
cents per pound for mid- 
dling l-inch cotton, gross 
weight, at average location, 

Cotton from 
which are not participating 
in the domestic allotment 


farms & 


program will be eligible 
for cotton loans if the ac- 
reage is kept within the 
effective farm allotment, 
but no price-support pay- 
ments will be made to 
growers on such farms,

WALLACE URGEs 
SPEEDY PASSAGE 
Or PROPOSALS

In the final analysis, 
when we talk about public 
school education, we are 
talking about a present 
obligation to the future-- 
we are talking about a chal- 
lenge.’’ 

These were the words 
of Governor George C, 
Wallace as he challenged 
the Alabama Legislature to 
thrust Alabama into the 
forefront of education, The 
Governor spoke to a joint 
session of the lawmakers 
Tuesday night, 

He said there is a ‘‘ten- 
dency t® get bogged down in 
figures and percentages 
when talking about school 
programs,’ He reminded 
them, however, that, 
“When we consider pro- 
blems of public school ed- 
ucation, we are talking 
about children--your chil- 
dren and mine. We aretal- 
ing also about our own 
hopes and aspirations and, 
in some measure, our de- 
termination to respond to 
their needs and fulfill our 
aspirations,’’ 

Governor Wallace said 
the results of a study fi- 
nanced by the-1959 legis- 
lature formed the basis 
for his educational plat- 


form in the race for Gov-' 


ernor,

Jr., Vice President of the 
Elba Teachers’ Associ- 
ation, and Elmer Taylor, 
Superintendent, attended 
the Assembly of Delegates 
meeting at the Whitley Ho- 
tel in Montgomery, Ala- 
bama, February 5 and 6. 

More than five hundred 
delegates from over the 
state attended the two day 
sessions. Committee 
meetings were held on Fri- 
day afternoon and Friday 
night, discussing the pro- 
posed school program of 
Governor George Wallace. 

Following a breakfast 
on Saturday morning, the 
delegates voted to back 
Governor Wallace’s school 
proposals, plus a $110 mil- 
lion bond issue for school 
construction, 

Before adjournment, 
Dr. Austin Meadows, State 
Superintendent of Edu- 
cation, called for a vote 
on a resolution urging a 
special legislative session 
for schools,

glad to say that through 
the cooperation of the vast 
majority of this legislature 


the ‘breakthrough’ 
provided,’”’ 
Wallace, 
He cited the 
already made in education 
during his administration. 
He spoke of the trade school 
and junior college pro- 
gram; the 17-1/2 percent 
increase in teachers’ sal- 
aries; the 22 percent in- 
crease in appropriations

Operating expenses of local 
schools by 99 per cent. 

Other accomplishments 
recounted by the Governor 
included: provision for 
construction of 13 new col- 
leges and 15 trade schools; 
financing of a new state 
university in Mobile; in- 
creased appropriations for 
free textbooks in the lower 
grades by $2-1/2 million- 
an increase of 241 percent. 

“We are under no illu- 
sions that the battle is 
won. We have a long way 
to go just to catch up with 
the rest of the nation, That 
is the purpose of this 
special session, Weare not 
to consider additional pro- 
posals which will challenge 


you to exploit the edu- 
cational ‘ breakthrough’ 
which has been provid- 


ed and to give meaningful 
direction to the ‘follow- 
through’,’’ Governor Wal- 
lace said, 

He told the lawmakers 
that appropriations for ed- 
ucation were increased 
from about $150,000,000 in 
1962 to $193,000,000 in the 
first two years of his ad= 
ministration. ‘‘We now 
propose appropriations to 
roughly $227,000,000 inthe 
first year and up to 
$232,000,000 in the second
